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INTERVIEW CITED WITH MAN ARRESTED AFTER TIZI OUZOU 'PLOT'

{[Text) As part of the efforts to uncover the plot at Tigi Ouzou, the 
security authorities have begun questioning some of thoee arrested dur- 
ing the acts of anarchy and sabotage that were committed against some 
state buildings and citizens’ businesses. 


The national press has managed to interview one of those arrested. He 
is Abbouta Rifqi, born on 14 February 1952, at Lazalia in the province 
of Tizi Ouzou. During the interview, he replied to a number of ques- 
tions on the reasons for his arrest. 


He said that he worked at the university center of Tizi Ouzou as a 
supervisor of supplies. He affirmed that the local authorities had 
discovered leaflets in his possession proving his affiliation with an 
orgenization in France. The leaflete were dated 30 March. In addi- 
tion, he had a leaflet which he had written himself in which he calle 
on the citizens to demonstrate. The leaflet was still in draft form. 


When we asked him to give us some details about the organization, he 
said: Immediately upon the completion of my national service, I decided 
to leave for France and to continue my studies there if I could. I met 
there with an emigre friend who told me of a friend of his who could 
easily help me to secure registration and a grant from a university. 





Thus I met that man who invited me to his place of work, which I noticed 
was an attorney's office. He worked as an attorney. After introductions, 
he asked me about the situation in Algeria. I told him that everything 
was perfect. 


When we asked him if he had been entrusted with any activities, he 
replied: Yes, unfortunately I was. Matters did not stop there. I was 
asked to work within the organization in return for the grant I asked for. 


Asked about the nature of his work within the organization, he said it 
was the mobilization of people to circulate leaflets. He added that the 
people to be recruited were to be Algerian students. 
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Abbouta Rifqi pointed out that he only agreed to carry out this miseion 
in order to secure the grant and then leave the organization. 


He added that he finally returned to Algeria after he realized that A‘t 
Yahya Rashid was procrastinating in securing the grant for him. He said 
that he had talked with some emigres who had told him that Ali Yahya 
Rashid wae a French citizen and had contacts with the French administra- 
tion. 


Abbouta Rifqi said that on hie return to Algeria he worked as a teacher 
at a echool at Bord) Menaiel. When, after some time, no one got in 

touch with him, he thought he had succeeded in leaving the organization. 
But soon he received a leaflet bearing the words: “For reading, printing 
and circulation." 


He said that he cut up the circular and threw it away. That was in the 
summer of 1979. He added that the person who had introduced him to Ali 
Yahya Rashid had contacted him again and told him that he, Abbouta 
Rifqi. had failed to carry out the tasks entrusted to him. He stressed 
that he should carry out the tasks, or he would report him to the 
authorities by means of an anonymous letter coupled with evidence. He 
reminded him of the conversation he had had with Ali Yahya. 


Abbouta Rifqi added that despite his ignorance of the ideology of the 
organization he had been asked to work with, he wrote circulars and 
leaflets and distributed them in January with the help of his friends 
who did this in the name of friendship. He pointed out that he could 
not print these leaflets as he did not possess the facilities to do so. 
This explains why he had written one by hand in March. 


He said: In March, I seized the opportunity of the developments in Tizi 
Ouzou and my colleagues and I decided to enlighten the students about 
Berber culture, without realizing the consequences of our actions. 


After affirming his responsibility for these activities and after 
stressing that he did not want to extricate himself from that respon- 
sibility, he expressed regret at what he had done. He pointed out that 
he and his colleagues had been victims of the organization for which 
they had been asked to work. He said that he only wrote and circulated 
the leaflets after he had been threatened that his conversation in 
France with Ali Yahya would be conveyed to the Algerian authorities. 


The real name of Ali Yahya is Muhand al-Sayyid, alias Rashid. He was 
born on 29 January 1920, at Bord} Menaiel in Tizi Ouzou. He studied 
higher education at [placename indistinct] and Paris universities. He 
obtained his law degree in Algeria in 1967 and worked as an attorney in 
that year. He is well known for his affiliations, which are opposed to 
the socialist revolution in Algeria. He repeatedly advocated what he 
called bourgeois democracy. 








In 1975, he took refuge in France and assumed French citizenship. In 
thie reapect, he hae had numerous contacte with the various terrorist 
organizations which are opposed to the Algerian revolution including 
the organization (7SPR), which in 1975 carried out a number of criminal 
acts including the placing of bombs at the offices of the EL MOUDJAHID 
newspaper. 


As part of hie subversive activities against Algeria, Ali Yahya--or 
rather Muhand al-Sayyid--tried to win over the subversive elements 
which operated within the ranks of the (7SPR), which had become active 
against the Algerian revolution carrying out subversive activities 
against it. 


Today, Ali Yahya has come with a new mask to continue his subversive 
mission for which he has persistently worked, namely the breaking up of 
national unity and sowing the seeds of division within the ranks of the 
people by terrorist methods. He did not shrink from resorting to bar- 
gaining to attain his mean objectives.

STUDENTS PROTEST CANCELLATION OF LECTURE ON BERBER POETRY 
Paris LE MONDE in French 19 Mar 80 p 5

Poetry Causes Student Demonstrations in Tizi-Ouzou"'] 


[Text] Tizi-Ouzou--The capital of Kabylia was slightly feverish last week 
after local authorities forbade author Mouloud Mammeri to give a lecture on 
the "Poetry of Ancient Kabylia."* -This decision was termed "mishandled" by 
many people and especially stirred up the university community, which had 
invited Mr Mammeri and did not want to yield to yield without protest. 


On the night of Sunday 9 March, the author received a telephone call: some- 
one claiming to be the dean of the university campus at Tizi-Ouzou told him 
that the lecture scheduled for the next afternoon had been cancelled and 
recommended that he not leave. The dean, Mr Arab, denied on Monday morning 
that he had made the phone call, and Mr Mammeri set out on his trip accom- 
panied by a friend. His car was stopped at a roadblock at Dar Ben Khedda, 
which is about a dozen kilometers from Tizi-Ouzou, and a policeman asked him 
to follow him to the wali, or prefect. "I was received," Mr Mammeri told us, 
"by the head officer, who explained to me very politely that my lecture might 
cause civil disturbances and that it would be better if I did not make it. 

I acceeded, saying I hoped the meeting could be held later. I informed the 
dean and the student members of the committee that had invited me and went 
back to Algiers." 


One of the professors at Tizi-Ouzou told us, "Mr Mammeri himself turned down 
the students' offer to maintain order at the lecture, saying that he wanted 
to enter the university center ‘only through the main door.'" 


The students refused to accept the local authorities' unilateral order and 
responded the next day by organizing a demonstration in the streets of the 
town. Several hundreds of them marched for two hours, waving signs that 

said, especially: "Stop cultural repression," "Berber culture, Algerian 
culture," and chanting in Kabylian slogans like: "We've had enough injustice," 
and "Berber is our language." 











A student told us, "Cancelling the lecture is another link in a long chain 

of cultural snubs, The Tizi-Ouzou university center is now three years old, 
In the first year, we were prevented from bringing in a Kabylian singer, Ait 
Menguellat, The next year, we were forbidden to put on Kateb Yacine's play 
"The Two Thousand Year War," It is all part of a constantly repressive policy 
toward Berber culture, which is being denied even though it is one of the 
essential parts of the Algerian character. Mr Mouloud Mammeri has been 
particularly persecuted, because his Berber language course at the Univer- 
sity of Aigiers was summarily cancelled in 1973," 


The students have written to the head of state as well as to many important 
people, bringing the facts to their attention, asking that the university 
function democratically, denouncing interference by local party and adminis- 
trative authorities in the cultural life of the university, and calling for 
the opportunity to learn Berber at school as a second national language. 


On Wednesday night, events took a political turn when many graffiti were 
painted in French on walls and road signs between Algiers, Boudouaou, and 
Tizi-Ouzou. They seem to have been the work of FFS (Socialist Forces Front) 
members. These supporters of Mr Ait Ahmed have been showing new signs of 
life for the last few months after a long time without being heard from. 
Their target is the FLN [National Liberation Front]. They say: "Democracy," 
and "Return Ait Ahmed."" They were soon covered over. This campaign was 
harshly denounced by Tizi-Ouzou student committees, who accused the "'FFS par- 
lor revolutionaries" of wanting to "take over" their action when, they say, 
"it is strictly cultural and local." 


"The pressure from advocates of Arabization that has been applied for the 

last few months was bound to cause reactions,"' a student told us. "It is 
significant to note that the concept of Berber culture has become popular 

in Kabylia in the last few years while it used to be limited to intellectual 
circles." In fact, the Tizi-Ouzou protest movement has had some repercussions 
in the region, because on Sunday 16 March, lycee pupils from Arbat-Nait-Irathen 
(formerly National Fort) are said to have staged a strike in sympathy with 

the Tizi-Ouzou students.

ROULEAU ANALYZES TEHi AN'S ANTI-AMERICANISM

{ Text_/ While an anti-American demnstration of unprecedented size 
was occurring in Tehran, of which our special representative pro- 
vides a report, the spokesman of the White House, Mr Powell, stated 
Friday evening, 11 April, that President Carte) envisaged "new mea- 
sures of pressure" against Tehran, before considering "any «ind of 
military action, even non-violent." This formulation seems to ex- 
clude not only armed intervention but also a naval blockade, con- 
sidered in Washington as "n° ©\ont armed action." 


It is necessary to note that the « "olan calm with which the Lranians 

greeted, on Monday /7 April 7, the «*\ouacement of American sanctions was 
due neither to indifference nor to fear, as one might then have supposed 
(LE MONDE of 10 April). The millions of men, women, am children who de- 
monstrated throughout the country on Friday, 11 April, showed by their en- 
tiusiasm and militant fervor proof of the contrary, The popular movement 
which led to the fall of the imperial regime has taken on a new impetus, 
Western observers are almost unanimous in concluding that Tehran has ap- 
parently displayed on Friday 4° apetl / the most important political 

demonstration since that which greeted return of Imam Khomeini in 


February, 1979. 


Although it was essentially directed against the Iranian monarchy at one 
time, it has now acquired a resolutely nat‘onalist content. All the bit- 
terness accummlated against American behavior Iran for a quarter of a 
century expressed itself on Friday April / through shouted slogans, 
the display of banners, and the pro ed ovations with which hundreds of 
tnousands of persons, standing and with their fists raisei, greeted the 
speeches made by their leaders at the University of Tehran. Those who 
were unable to attend this meeting through lack of space heard the 
speeches retransmitted by loudspeakers in the principal streets. Invaded

MILITARY TAKEOVER SEEN PROBABLE

[Article from ORIENT PRESS: "In View of Attempts to Immediately Export Ite 
Internal Crisis Across Ite Borders, Can a Military Coup Be Expected In the 
Zionist Entity?") 


[Text] Talk about the possibility of a military coup in the Zioniet entity 
ie no longer in whispers. It has become open. It occurs even in the official 
Zionist information media, such as radio, as well ae in some periodicals not 
committed to government policy. 


The editor for the affaires of our enemy of ORIENT PRESS today aske 4 question 
that is no longer considered strange: "Will there be a military coup in 
Israel?" He anewers the question with these very expectations by the Zionist 
generals and their predictions on the subject. 


The question of the possibility of a military coup in the Zioniet entity used 
to be closer to the world of nonsense until 2 years ago. But today it is 
being asked with excitement in view of the complex political crisie besetting 
the government of Menachem Begin reasonable solutions to which have not been 
offered by the opposition parties. 


Perhaps that was why Zionist enemy radio urged that the question be put to a 
group of retired and reserve military experts. Among them were reserve 

Maj Gen Matityahu Peled; reserve Col Yosef (N'fw); and journalist and 
commentator on military affaires Eli ('Yal), who had been a equadron commander 
in the Zionist air force during his military service and who is currently a 
reserve pilot. 


The Precedents and the Current Circumstances 


The discussion among these men did not fail to mention some of the historical 
precedents which go back to the time of the government of David Ben Gurion 
who was inclined to favor setting up a military government and suspending 
the parliamentary system. They go back as well to the several days preceding 
the June 1967 war when the military took control during the government of 
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Levi Eehkol, They aleo go back to the situation at the time of the 
Oetober 1973 war when at the end the military leadera were blamed for all 
of the inadequacies while the political leadera were exonerated, Sut the 
most important topic of diacuesion wae undoubtedly the current political 
situation within che Zioniet entity which was deacribed by one of the 
participante in the convocation as "inviting defeat and disappointment in 
view of the relatively large regular army compared with the Zioniet regular 
army before the 1973 war.” 


The enemy's troops, known ae the “lerael Defense Forces,” have a epecial 
position within the Ziontat entity ase the inetitution to which most care 
and attention are given. This has caused many observers to call the entity 
a “garrison state" comparing it to the city states of bygone days, in view 
of the size of the army and the extent of ite influence in the making of 
political decisions, and the large portion of the entity's budget gobbled 
up by the Ministry of “Defense.” In addition, large numbers of retired 
generals hold important government offices, while some reserve officers are 
leaders of political parties. 


All of thie forme an excellent cover for militaristic societies simply and 
quietly to allow the military to take over the government through a sudden 
coup in the event that the political crisis worsens. 


Settlement and the al-Shak'ah Lesue 


In the course of the discussion, which was held and broadcast in Hebrew, 
Gen Peled stated that the increasing intrusion of the Zionist military 
leaders in various public issues has reached a point that far exceeds the 
most exaggerated expectations. But he attributed this intrusion to the 
fact that it wae “desired” and was due to the weakness of the civilian 
political leaders who feel unable to make a decision without the approval 
of the military. 


Peled added: in order that we not confine our attention to what happened 
on the eve of the June 1967 war, when the army had authority over the 
political leaders, it might be worthwhile to again mention the steps which 
led to the establishment of Kfar Kadum. There had been 4 government 
decision prohibiting the establishment of this settlement and at the same 
time an order was isewed to prevent it. We all know how the army failed 
to prevent vehicles carrying dozens of people from going to that settlement. 
Later it became clear in a book by former Prime Minister Yitzhak “abin that 
Shimon Peres, who was at that time minister of defense, decided--against 
the government opinion--to use the army in such a way as not to prevent 
settlement in Kfar Kaduna. 


Gen Peled also cited the army's disobedience of the government and the 
political leaders in the Bisam al-Shak'ah incident which he described as 
“a conspiracy which almost caused the current minister of defense, Ezer 
Weizman, to commit a serious offense when inaccurate and irresponsible 
information about it was leaked by a group of officers for the purpose of a 
specific political action. This conspiracy--in my opinion--was linked with 
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the same maneuver which enabled the former mintsater of defense to give the 
settlers of Kfar Kadum an opportunity to reach the settlement in apite 
of the government's decision prohibiting it. 


Peled then aid: These tranegressions of diecipline among military leaderea 
will lead to the gradual acceptance of their right to interfere in political 
decisions, I believe that today we are faced with a situation in which the 
danger of interference by military leaders ia growing whenever the political 
leaders ceewm more unatable and lesa decisive in their reaponsibility to our 
fundamental lawa. 


The Minister of "Defense" Ie Not Like the Other Miniaeters 


In the course of the discussion reserve Col Yosef (N'fw) expressed hie strong 
suspicion about the possibility of a military coup in "Ierael," and called 
for action as long ae it was possible to prevent such an event, He pointed 
out that “the minister of defense in Ierael is not like the other ministers, 
it was no coincidence that when Ben Gurion came to power he was eager to 
remain as minister of defense as well as prime minister." 


(N'fw) pointed out the ongoing unmentioned struggle between the enemy's 
government and its armed forces, He said, “We must assign greater importance 
to the ministry of defense in view of the objective circumstances in which 

we are living and which will continue in the future. The relaxation that 

has occurred since the October war, and the government's failure to under- 
stand this have reached a point which is making many people uneasy. It is 
incumbent upon us to determine what falls within the powers of the army, 

just as the military leaders must define the framework within which it can 
move so that mistakes do not pile up.” 


(N'fw) indicated that "if the political leaders do not understand that their 
authority has precedence over that of the army and that it is not subservient 
to it or dependent on it, ite failure to understand will allow the army to 
take mattere into ite own hands in times of crisis, Let us go back to the 
report of the Agranat Commission which placed the blame and responsibility 
for the unpreparedness during the [October] war squarely upon the military 
leaders. This will cause those leaders to say in the future: ‘As long ae 
we bear the full responsibility we will endeavor to aseume full powers as 
well,'" 


(N'fw) said that he was worried about giving full authority in the occupied 
Arab land to the armed forces whether cnat authority were civilian or 
military, because "the exercise of all these civilian and military powers 

over the civilian inhabitants by the army would allow the officers to make 
civilian as well as military decisions, which would be a dangerous situation," 


One Brigade Could Carry Out a Coup 
Military commentator Eli ('y'l) on his part believes a military coup in the 


Zionist entity is extremely likely, He said, “I believe that the army, the 
staff organization and the minister of defense must be preapred to confront 
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coup a8 though the entire army would carry it out, I want to make it clear 
that a change in the system through 4 military coup does not require more 
than one brigade. <A successful coup could be carried out by even emaller 
unite, Thie de where the danger lies," 


At the conclusion of the discussion Gen Peled attributed the possiblity of 

a military coup in the Zioniat entity to three basic factora: dissatiafaction 
with and lack of confidence in the political leaders; the growing feeling 
among the military leaders that they must participate in political deciaion 
making because che Agranat Commission report found them fully responsible 

for [larael'a) unpreparedness; and the existence of a very large regular 

arwy with many weapons and units, ae well as political currents hidden 

behind the military uniform, 


Peled said, “In view of the fact that these three factors presently exist, 
the danger of a coup ie aleo a present possibility. But I do not foresee 
the possibility of a coup taking place in the coming weeks, for example. 
if one wante to anticipate the course events will take in the future the 
possibility of a transfer of the political leaders' main powers to the 
military leaders cannot be ruled out. 


A Coup In the Next Few Weeks! 


That is the view of Peled and the military men, Foreign political observers 
believe otherwise, however. Many of them beliewe that the Zionist entity 

is headed inevitably toward a period in which the military will take over the 
government either through a classic coup or through the transfer of the 
actual political authority and political decision making to the military. 


The observers believe that this is undoubtedly not far off because after 
ite peace with al-Sadat failed to achieve the hoped-for victories over the 
Arabs and elimination of the Palestinian iseue, the Zionist entity today 
more than ever has a need to export ite internal crises abroad through now 
clearly defined military adventures. 


Within the context of exporting domestic crises abroad foreign journalists 
residing in occupied Palestine are reporting a number of statements that 
have been made by Zionist officials, both military and civilian, concerning 
the possibilities of a flare-up on the northern front, particularly in 
south Lebanon or on the Syrian front. At the same time--according to the 

foreign journalists--the political leaders in the Zionist entity currently 

seem to want to avoid such a clash. The Zionist military leaders insist 

that it is necessary to adhere to a "preventive" strike policy specifically. 

The enemy's high-ranking generals believe that while the superpowers are 

occupied with events in Iran and Afghanistan there is currently a golden 

opportunity which will not soon be repeated. It is a golden opportunity 

to create a new fait accompli which would make the current situation as an 

Arab demand difficult to go back to without long and complicated haggling, 

according to a correspondent for the French newspaper LE MONDE. 


These observers feel that there is only one outcome of this difference of 
opinion between the political and military leaders in the Zionist entity: 
by complying with the views of the military, embracing their theories and 
giving them the power to make preparations for a “preventive strike" the 
political leaders wll in fact have allowed the military to take control.

[Text] No sooner had che ink, which the U.S. permanent representative to 

the United Nations used in signing the U.N. Security Council resolution 

dried (the resolution was signed on the first of this month and called for 
suspending the establishment of Israeli settlements in occupied Arab territory 
and dismantling the existing settlements), than President Carter quickly 
issued a statement in which he retracted [his] condemnation of the settlements. 
He also rejected the division of the city of Jerusalem and the removal of 
existing settlements. 


Carter said in his statement that the vote by the U.S. representat ve to 
support the resolution was the result of an incorrect interpretation of 

the text of the resolution. He affirmed his administration's commitment to 
ite firm positions supporting Israel and supporting its security and safety. 
When thie statement was issued, President Carter was standing in front of 50 
Jews at a conference for leaders of Jewish organizations in the United States. 
He was smiling his usual phony smile, hiding behind it his fear of losing 
Jewish votes. He asked the Jews to forgive him for the mistake that he and 
his administration had committed by voting to support the aforementioned 
resolution. 


Carter's permanent representative at the United Nations, Donald McHenry, 
who endorsed the resolution, showed no more courage than did his boss. 

It seems that he learned his lesson after what happened to his predecessor, 
Andrew Young who had been forced to resign from his position simply because 
he had met with Zuhdi al-Tarzi, the PLO observer at the United Nations. 
Lest he meet with the same destiny, McHenry issued an explanation which 
mentioned that the United States’ endorsement of the Security Council 
resolution was a “technical error” and a major diplomatic gaffe that will 
hurt the stature of the United States equally among the Arabs and the Jews. 
McHenry defended his position by blaming Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 

He said that he had carefully carried out the instructions that he had 
received directly from Vance. 
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However, despite these U.S. explanations and apologies the media campaign 
againet the U.S. administration inside larael or inaide the United States 
itself did not cease for one moment since the aforementioned resolution was 
adopted. The conference for the leaders of Jewish organizations in the 
United States announced that it will undertake a comprehensive media 

campaign against U.S. policy. Theodore Mann, chairman of the conference 

aleo said that President Carter's policy was incompatible with U.S. interests. 
[He said) that the resolution was also a step against Ierael; that it posed 

a threat to the Camp David Accords; and that it obsetructed the road to peace 
and to the autonomy talks. 


Technical Error or What? 


But was there really a “technical error" in interpreting the text of the 
Security Council resolution, or was the error made in the U.S. administration's 
evaluation of Israeli and Jewish reactions in the United States? 


At the same time why did Israel create all this uproar? Was it merely 
afraid of the resolution and of ite endorsement? Or was it afraid of the 
results that could ensue from the endorsement of such a resolution, 
especially by the United States? 


This U.S. position proves again that the United States is weak and incapable 
of taking any position against an Israeli position even if it were required 
by U.S. interests and even if it were consistent with the principles of 

truth and justice in which the United States claims to believe. The U.S. 
administration also erred in its evaluation of Israeli and U.S. Jewish 
reactions when it believed that Israel would not be affected by the adoption 
and the endorsement of such a resolution. This is because the United Nations 
has adopted many resolutions that Israe) neither implemented nor heeded. 
Consequently, promulgation of such a resolution, [the United States believed], 
would not arowse Israel's rancor. 





At the same time the United States was approaching the Arab countries that 
are opposing the Camp David Accords and was telling them indirectly, "We 
are now on your side. All you have to do is support our position, have 
confidence in us, and join the ongoing negotiations in the area under our 
supervision.” But neither one of these two matters was realized, 


isreel did not accept this U.S. position. 

And the United States did not withstand Israeli pressure and the pressure 
of the Zionist lobby in the United States. Nor was it able to pretend to 
be supporting Arab rights. 

If Washington Were To. . . 


The United States should have been mre courageous and more independent in 
making its decisions. It should have honored its own signature, and it 
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should not have disavowed it so that others can have confidence in the United 
States. It would have been better for the United States not to have involved 
iceelf in something that it could not handle--or to put it more clearly, 

in something whose results it could not stomach. This is because this U.S. 
administration is charged with protecting the honor of ite people whom it 
represents. 


But what has been said about there being a “technical error" in interpreting 
the cext of the Security Council resolution is a statement that can be 
dismissed entirely. Thies is because all aspects of the resolution were 
considered on the highest levels before it was approved and endorsed. Is 

it reasonable for a government to support an international resolution without 
studying it and obtaining the correct interpretation for it? [If it is 
reasonable), the U.S. administration can then destroy the world in a global 
war that would leave no survivors. It would then apologize by saying that 
all that [destruction] had happened because of an “erroneous and an incorrect 
interpretation" of the positions of others. 


What is curious is that the U.S. administration makes no mistakes unless it 
is supporting Arab and Palestinian rights; then it disavows these mistakes. 


But when U.S. decisions support Israel, there are no errors and no retractions. 


But Israel which created all this uproar had never heeded the fact that this 
country or the other had endorsed this or that resolution. This is because 
ever since the Middle East question came into existence, many international 
resolutions were adopted, but Israel had implemented none of them. Therefore, 
it was not concerned with the fact that this recent resolution was promul- 
gated. The evidence for this is that while the Security Council was debating 
the problem of Israeli settlements on occupied Arab land, the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Security Committee asked that the settlements on the Gaza Strip 

be strengthened because this would strengthen Israel's position. The committee 
considered this a necessary condition for the establishment of what it called 
“security zones" and for enabling the Israeli army to move in those zones. 
This resolution came after the Jewish settlement resolution in Hebron and 

on the West Bank. 


This Israeli decision is regarded as Israel's practical response to the 
international Security Council resolution even before it was formulated. It 
is a challenge to the will of the international community. It reaffirms 
Israel's intention to seize all the occupied Arab land. Israel is still 
insisting that these Arab lands are “the land of Israel," ignoring thereby 
that this land has its legitimate owners who have been living on it for 
thousands of years. 


Because It Is the Year of One-upmanship 


Israel then was not afraid of the promulgation of the resolution; nor was 
it fearful of its mere endorsement. But it is evident that it created this 
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uproar for the purpose of obtaining gains it was certain it would obtain 

by condeming President Carter's position, It knows that this year is an 
election year in the United States and, accordingly, it is the year for 
one-upmanship in which candidates engage themselves so as to obtain Jewish 
votes. lerael ie also afraid that the U.S. endorsement of the aforementioned 
resolution may be a prelude to a new U.S. policy that had not been followed 
before and had not been taken into account. The United States may even go 

so far as to recognize the PLO and to hold talks with it as the sole and the 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian people. It may go even beyond 
that and advocate the establishment of an independent Palestinian state on the 
West Bank and in the Gaza Strip. 


But this Israeli fear came into existence after Israel saw that the countries 
of western Europe were taking independent positions that were remote from 
those of the United States. These countries began to look at the Palestinian 
question as the essence of the struggle. They now think that the Middle East 
problem cannot be solved unless the Palestinian question is solved. Then 

the western position changed to the point of advocating giving the Palestinian 
people their right to determine their own destiny. Then the joint French- 
Kuwaiti -ommunique was issued. It stated that the Palestinian question was 
not a question of refugees, but rather a political question that concerned 

the Palestinian people who must determine their own destinies. West Germany 
and Britain supported the new French position. All this made Israel fearful 
that the U.S. endorsement of the Security Council resolution against the 
[Israeli] settlements may be a prelude to a similar U.S. position. Israel, 
therefore, launched its campaign against President Carter forcing him to 
retract [his position] so as to ensure that the United States would not join 
the western countries that are supporting Palestinian rights. Carter's 
retraction may be a warning for others who may think of effecting changes 

in the U.S. position vis a vis Israel. 


Will the Arabs Awaken After Now? 


President Carter's retraction was tantamount to giving Israel permission 

to establish settlements on occupied Arab territory. The U.S. administration 
has thus scorned all the Arab countries--those who are devoted to their 
friendship with the United States and those who oppose its policy. And the 
United States held on to Israel. 


Will the Arabs wake up from their slumber and direct an appropriate and an 
effective response to the U.S. administration? Or will they continue 
to hold on to their feeble positions towards it? 


Will the Arab countries move to a position of action and effective action, 
or do they want to remain in a position of reaction only? 


Will U.S. interests in the Arab area be safeguarded from any danger while 
U.S. positions against our nation increase? 
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How long will the United States continue to oppose and ignore the Arab 
nation in any position or resolution it adopts? 


The Arab nation has to unify its ranks. It has to spurn ite differences 
so it can have one resolve and adopt a unified position that can affect 
international politics. It would thus make the United States sense ite 
importance and ite ability to face challenges. It would also make the 
United States sense that U.S. interests in the Arab area outnumber those 
that exist in Israel and that the United States needs Arab friendship 
more than the Arabs need U.S. friendship. Will this be achieved, and [if 
so}, when?

ENERGY SAVING EFFORT OF U.S., BUROPE SHOWS MIXED RESULTS

Text] The efforts made since 1975 by the Western countries to decrease 

ir consuaption of energy have not been crowned with success, the Inter- 
national Energy Association itself admits. Ina recent report the associ- 
ation did not hesitate to sound the alara and warn these countries against 
the dangers inherent in the laxness that characterises their present 
policies on energy. 


A slackening in the demand for energy has, to be sure, been observed since 
1975, but we have nonetheless continued to witness a prodigious squandering 
of petroleum resources. 


The fact is that the consumption of petroleum in the Western countries is, 
on the average, five times greater than that of the rest of the world-- 
including the industrialised countries of the communist sphere. 


Moreover, to ascribe to the energy saving effort the few successes that 
have been recorded in the campaign against the waste of energy is to jump 
at conclusions, for the causes of the declining demand for energy are hard 
to identify. 


The slowdown in the overall level of economic activity is cited as the 
basic cause. For example, the rate of economic growth has not increased 
more than 1.6 percent per year since 1973, compared to 4.5 percent in the 
preceding years. 


A secom cause is the increase in energy prices, which are an essential 
factor for deterrence in the campaign against the unproductive uses of 
petroleun. 


As for the energy saving measures themselves, their impact is difficult to 
quantify in the absence of precise statistics. 





These mescures, meanwhile, are concurrent with the development of the 
alternative sources of energy which have the potential to prevent a serious 
energy shortage in the years to come. 


The objective ie to decrease--by the year 2000--the energy demande of the 
noncommunist world by the equivalent of at least 25 million barrels of 
petroleum per day--approximately one-quarter of the current rate of con- 


sumption. 


Even when reduced to this level, however, the demand for energy would still 
require an additional supply of 50 million barrele per day, approximately 
two-thirds of which would have to come from sources other than petroleun. 
In the light of the objective prospects for development of the alternative 
resources--primarily nuclear energy ani coal--there is no visible means of 
satisfying thie demand. 


Only an intensified effort to economise on energy will therefore be able 
to save the situation. 


A few figures will enable us to illustrate this point. 


Assuming an annual growth of 3 percent in the demand for petroleum (a rate 
only half the rate recorded before 1973), the noncommunist world could find 
iteelf in the 1990's with a shortage of 30 million barrele of petroleum per 
day--a deficit that must be made up by other energy sources, unless there 
ie a more rational utilisation of petroleum or (in the worst possible case) 
a slower growth rate which would necessarily threaten living standards in 
the Western countries. 


Given these circumstances, the Western leaders anticipate that such a time 
of trials will take place. 


In a recent speech, President Carter warned the American people of the 
consequences of their appetite for oil. 


“Our capacity to meet the energy challenge will determine whether the 
‘american way of life’ can be maintained during the final decades of the 
20th century,” he declared. 


The anxiety of the American president is all the more justified in that the 
United States bears a heavy responsibility for the current tension with 


respect to the supply of energy. 


The United States has been accused--ani rightly so--by ite Buropean part- 
ners of being mainly responsible for the present crisis because of its 
overconsuaption of petroleum. 


A report published in 1978 by the same source showed that the United States 
has the highest per capita rate of energy consumption in the world. 
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In 1977 thie figure rose to 8.28 tons--10 times that of Turkey, for 
exaaple. 


To make matters worse, this rate is slightly greater than the 1973 rate. 


The demonstrable lack of will on the part of the United States to make ite 
energy saving efforts produce resulte could perhaps find justification in 
the fact that the U.S. does have sufficient resources to satisfy not only 
ite own requirements but aleo those of the other countries of the world. 





For example, the United States possesses approximately 75 percent of the 
world's coal reserves. 


At the present time it also has 50 percent of the nuclear potential of the 
noncomaunist world. 


The United States has, to be sure, ande some progress in respect to redu- 
cing ite consumption of petroleum, although its overall performance has 
been disappointing. 


For example, the amount of energy it used in the production of one indus- 
trial unit in 1976-77 was 20 percent below the average for the countries 
of the OCDE. 


Similarly, whereas the consumption of energy per unit of the gross domestic 
product increased by & percent in the OCDE countries between 1974 and 1977, 
that of the United States recorded an increase of only 7 percent. 


This does not mean that the United States could not have done better. 


Por example, it is a well known fact that American automobiles consune too 
much energy by comparison with Buropean--and especially Japanese--auto- 
mobiles. 


The fact is that automobiles account for nearly 30 percent of the total 
petroleum consumption ‘n the United States. Accordingly, it is estimated 
that if each driver of every one of the 100 million automobiles in opera- 
tion in the United States would agree to reduce consumption by only 5 
percent, 1.36 million barrele of gasoline per day would be saved. It is 
also a well known fact that American homes and offices are “overconii- 
tioned” in winter as well as in summer. 


With a level of air conditioning that is “adequate,” approximately 800,000 
additional barrels per day can be saved. 


By making slight changes in its life style the United States will be able 


to avoid the use of 11.6 billion barrels per day--a quantity as large as 
the combined production of Dubayy, Qatar and Oman. 
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A recent study by the renowned Harvard Business School shows that a sore 
rigorous energy saving policy would make it possible to save the equivalent 
of more than half of the additional energy consumed in the United States 
between 1977 and 1979. 


It goes without saying that thie objective cannot be achieved overnight. 


It te eetimated that 7 or 8 years are required for an enterprise to carry 
out an energy saving program, which necessitates a revision of production 
methods. 


Does the situation therefore continue to be extremely critical? 


Yes, amd it ie all the more critical in that--unfortunately--no miraculous 
short-term policy existe. 


Only a policy of dialogue among consumer countries and producer countries 
will enable mankind to cope with the period of transition (which promises 
to be lengthy) through which it must pass in order to enter the post- 
petroleum era. 


In the absence of such a policy, mankind would run the risk at best of a 


serious economic recession and at worst of a war the consequences of which 
are unforeseeable.

PLANS TO MINE CHOTT EL-JERID DEPOSITS REPORTED

[Text] Minister of Industry, Mines and Energy Amor Rourou yesterday con- 
cluded his visit to the Governorate of Gafsea, where he presided over a 
working session attended by the regional cadres and local businessmen. 
Aleo present were the governor, the secretary general of the Coordinating 
Committee, and the president and general manager of the Gafsa Phosphates 
Company. 


The minister emphasized the importance placed by the government on the Gafsa 
region, which contains the bulk of Tunisia's mineral deposits and is for 
that reason regarded as the keystone of the structure of the nation's 
processing industries. 


The sinister of industry, mines and energy pointed out that Tunisia's 
economic policy ise based essentially on the integral and harmonious devel- 
opment of the nation, hence the laws that have been promulgated for the 
purpose of providing technical and material incentives to entrepreneurs to 
launch new projecte in accordance with plans for achieving industrial 
decentralisation and an economic takeoff. In this connection, Amor Rourou 
stressed the opportunities for--and profitability of--emall and mediua- 
sized enterprises that are adapted to the dimensions of the local market, 
and emphasized the importance of these enterprises in terms of creating 
jobs and promoting economic growth. 


Rourou spoke of the measures that have been designed with the aim of 
imparting new vigor to economic activity through the launching of numerous 
new p ojects, and underscored the necessity of establishing--in the 
Governorate of Gafsa--industries that are capable of opening up new per- 
spectives for the region. 


Moreover, the minister of industry believes that the Gafsa Phosphates 
Company is in a position subsequently to create a number of complementary 
industries--that is to say, unite designed to process and treat the phos- 
phates mined by the company from the deposits of the region. He also 
umierscored the beneficial role of agriculture and the necessity of 
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creating--in the Gafsa region--new agricultural operations that will create 
jobe and help to achieve self-sufficiency in food. 


The minister disclosed that the studies undertaken with a view to examining 
the possibility of exploiting the potassium deposits of the Chott el Jerid 
region are almost completed, and at the present time it is anticipated that 
thie raw material will be exploited at a future time.
